A MISSITONARY GN THR WONDEES

Naviguble Rivers Flowing Through
Foreses of Rabbor and Red wood
Trovs—The Natives,

Dr. A. Bims, & Baptist mirsionary, who
has returned to Philadelplhia after a
vone's rexidencn in the Congn free stule,
tallcs very interestingly of the Dark Con-
tinent, e prowent gredt interest in the
new world which hus been opened up to
European and Amerionn entorprize arises
from s making the interior uccessible

“The ndvantnges presented by the
Congn,” said Dr. Sims in an interview, |
“re unequaled anywhere in equatorial |
Afrioa, unless, perhaps, by the Nigoer, It
in only within the pust throe montha that
we have sy exuet knowledge of the ca

bilities and pesources of the country,
or the tributaries of the great rives have
just been explored and the informution
of it peoples obtained. The Congo
pussea through & country about 900 miles
suAry, MF abont 1,000,000 squure
muiles, trnversing it first north, then across
and then south. Most of this country is
pure viegin forsst. It has immense tribu-
taries flowing into it, rmifving some
for 120 milea and some ns far as H00
miles. The greatest tributary is the
Mobangi, which is, as it were, a repisi-
tion - of the Congo, being at its mouth
twalve to filteen miles wide; 450 miles |
in the interior it is two miles wide: 400
miles in the interior it is half a mile wide
in the mountain gorges. The opportuni-
ties for reachiing the s cuthwest of the
Soudan by this river are unequaled, and

its means a great riverine hiatus is

“*The Loika, which I recently ascended

to nearly three de north of the
people in the Central Soudan,
where from the rounded clay houses and
native cutlery it was plainly evident that
we were among Southern Soudanese pop-
nlntions discovered some time ago und
described by Schwoinfurth and Junker,
I descended the Lomsmi river, which
runs due south from the opposite side
from the Aluwimi for 250 miles, rill we
were right along the Watwa, mentioned
by Stanley in his recent work, At our
turting point the river wono still soutl
wis navigable for probably several

bhuntired miles. In addition to these,
there are the Buluki, Lulonga, Ikelnmbn
and Cosai rivers penctrating into all the
remuining country, added to which are
such riversas the Mukani, Mboshi, Ntsala |
with the western tributuries of the Great
Mobangd, which drain all the country at
the back of the seaboard, from the Cam-
eroons to tue Gaboons, and empty them-
selves into the Congo.”

*‘Now us to the resources, soil, and
that much disputed question, the ch-
mate "'

““The resources of the region are great
and mainly undeveloped. Perhaps half
of this vast territory is virgin forest of

thickoess und value. Wherever
ve been the great rubber wealth of the
country is vet untouched. This will be
accessible ua soon as . the natives find
there is & market for it somewhere on the
river. Qonsidering that st present the
subber supply of America is inadequate,
it il.Flain that sooner or later this equa-
torial supply will be tapped and Immense
fortunes realized. Tho quantity of ivory
which lies unused and is, compuratively
speaking, of no value in this rogion is
untold,

“Everywhere I saw a vast nmount of it
utterly wasted or applied to base pur-
posen, being used even as chiopping-blocks
and to bo obtained for a trifle.  The for-
ewts are filled with redwood, which is
worth £30 a ton in the European market,
but, owing to the present existing diffi-
culties of transport on the Lower Congo,
is worthless unémwas put by us into the
furnages of the steamers, Gum copal is
found everywhere in n fossil state.
Tha forests there contain three species of
paims, one of which yields a valusble
oil. which the natives axtract. While
yet undeveloped, the palm oil industry

romisad to be one of the richest on tha

pper Conga when Mr, Stanlev's ruilway
is completed. The country of the Upper
CUongo s exceedingly ferlile, The na-
tives make clearings in the forest for
their gardens and pluntations by ent-
ting the tops off the trees and filling the
stumps to their roots. Plantains, ba-
nanns, maize, tobacco, maniocha, pea-
puts and yamas are cultivated. We have
tly found coffee growing wild in

’ E’I of the country. From my
know ge of coffee pluntstions on the
African eonst I am convinced that eoffes
plantations on the Congo would be very
successful,

*How did you find the people?”

“*The people in the l'p[mr Congo show
a remarkuble spirft of friendship, whicl
prowmises well for their future progress in
civilizatinn. We anticipate that thev will
rapiddily Leeome quiet and amenabie to
the lwws of state. They =uffer
greatly from incursions of Arabs, who
devastate their houses and villugns, and
carry off their women nml chuldran. The
Captors tront their captives with the
grentest cruclty.  The patives are bardy
and Industrions, with great commercial
instisots and n spirit of enterprise, On
the upper portions the natives am given
1o l'-.mnlbu['rpm in its most revulting forms,
Thia, I think, is atiributille to
scarcity of ment and flsh, The
ment of the women and childs
many of the men in against jt.*
